On  the  River  Raisin  and  L^ke  Erie 
Railroad  C0.  v>2  note,  Bowen  #12,  there 
is  a tiny  inscription  in  a wavy  line 
at  the  bottom  of  the  vignette  below 
the  wood-frame  nlow.  This  looks  like 
oart  of  the  engraving  until  you  use  a 
reading  glass  on  a clean  note.  Then 
you  may  read  "Entered  according  to 
Act  of  Conrress  in  the  Year  lC?9  by 
Geo.  D.  Baldwin  in  the  Clerk's  Office  in  the  District  Court  in 
the  Southern  District  of  Lew  -dork.  FI  C’JOH. ” I-ikely  the  oldtine 
snelling  of  nlow  designates  this  Particular  vignette.  Was  each 
vignette  conyrighted? 

The  vignette  of  the  same  Indian  chief  arrears  on  the  banknotes 
of  Pontiac,  Tecumseh  and  Washtenaw,  according  to  Bowen's  bluebook 
rare  13 . They  are  just  labeled  differently,  as  Chief  Pontiac, 
Chief  Tecumseh,  and  Chief  Washtenaw. 

The  location  of  the  Commercial  Bank,  Gratiot,  is  now  nart  of 
Port  Huron  MI.  Port  Huron  now  includes  the  early  villages  of 
Peru,  Desmond,  Gratiot,  Huron  and  Fort  Gratiot. 

On  the  1822  Michigan  Territory  mar  by  J.  Finlayson  towns  show- 
ing are  Fort  Gratiot,  St.  Ignace  and  Kichilimakinak  City.  The 
area  north  of  Green  Bay  (WI ) was  all  rart  of  Chippeway  County 
(MI).  New  Settlement  was  the  town  where  Bay  City  now  is.  Detroit 

and  Monroe  are  shown,  with  towns  of  Maguaga  and  Brownstown  in  be- 
tween. I^wrericevllle  Is  now  Toledo  OH.

ON  THE  COVER 

This  Nepal  1 rupee  (197U)  Pick  #22  depicts  a blue  and  brown 
reverse  with  2 deer  racing  over  a chasm,  with  a high  mountain  in 
the  background.  The  white -spot ted  deer  are  anparently  without 
tails.  The  note's  obverse  is  blue,  purnle  and  gold,  bearing  a 
nortralt  at  left  of  King  Birendra  Bir  Bikram  in  military  uniform 
with  a dark  can.  Issues  in  197?  show  the  King  wearing  a white 
military  can.  One  runee  equals  about  5/  in  US  money. 
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engraved  by  Danforth,  Wright  and  Co,  New  York  end  Philadelphia, 
while  to  the  right  of  the  same  note  is  that  of  Katharine  Sherrill 
Sevier,  wife  of  John  Sevier,  first  Gov.  of  Tennessee,  formerly 
known  as  Franklin  State. 

Dorothy  Payne  Todd  Madison,  lovingly  called  Dolly,  was  brought 
up  a Quaker,  and  early  in  life  married  a young  lawyer , John  Todd, 
of  the  same  belief.  Mr.  Todd  died  3 ?rearr  afterward,  leaving  her 
with  a son  and  with  little  else. 

Mrs.  Todd’s  mother  who  resided  in  Philadelphia  was  also  in  Door 
circumstances,  caring  for  boarders  in  order  to  support  herself. 
Its.  Todd  naturally  sought  a home  with  her  mother,  and  from  the 
period  of  her  husband’s  death  she  relinauished  her  belief,  if  she 
had  any,  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Quakers  and  gave  free  olay  to 
her  disnos it  ion,  which  was  spontaneously  gay  and  cheerful.  She 
was  esteemed  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  her  sex  in  Philadelphia 
and  portraits  of  her  found  at  the  time  justify  the  renutation. 

Among  the  boarders  in  her  mother’s  inn  were  two  young  men  al- 
read”  distinguished  in  the  history  of  their  country  - James  Madi- 
son, a member  of  the  Congress  from  Virginia,  and  Aaron  Burr,  then 
a US  Senator  from  New  York.  In  17°)  James  Madison  married  Doro- 
thy Payne  Todd,  to  the  delight  of  Pres.  Washington  and  his  wife, 
who  felt  a keen  interest  in  both.  Their  married  life  of  liP  years 
was  one  of  unclouded  hanninors. 

In  l801  Madison  was  appointed  Secretary  of  State  by  President 
Jefferson,  an  office  he  continued  to  hold  for  8 years  during, 
which  neriod  Mrs.  Madison  was  the  center  of  the  most  brilliant 
circle  of  Washington  society.  In  1809  Mr.  Madison  became  Pres., 
and  his  beautiful  wife  enjoyed  a still  wider  field  for  the  exhib- 
ition of  her  charms  and  advantages. 

President  Madison’s  term  exnired  in  1817,  and  from  that  time 
until  1838  when  he  died, 

Mrs.  Madison  lived  in  re- 
tirement at  their  magnifi- 
cent home  in  Montpelier 
VA  x^here  she  dispensed  a 
liberal  hospitality  and 
made  the  later  years  of 
her  distinguished  hus- 
band’s life  cheerful  and 
Manny.  Her  last  days  were 
spent  in  Washington,  and  it  is  said  of  her  that  she  continued  to 
retain  much  of  her  beauty,  vivacity  and  grace  up  to  her  80th  yr. 

In  1778  the  Indians  attacked  the  fort  of  the  Watauga  settlers 
and  Katharine  Sherrill  made  her  famous  run  for  life.  Four  years 
later  she  became  the  wife  of  John  Sevier.  Details  of  the  story 
are  variously  related,  hut  Its  main  features,  as  described  by 
E.  E.  Killer  in  his  "Indians.’  Indians.’  Run,  Girls,  Run!"  are 
well  established  and  It  has  become  one  of  Tennessee’s  cherished 
traditions.”  In  this  article  .just  quoted  then  follows  a 4-verse 
poem  of  the  incident  In  which  Katharine  is  called  Bonny  Kate,  and 
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of  her  run  for  her  life  to  ret  inside  the  fort,  of  the  Indians 
cutting  her  off  at  the  gate  as  the  gate  closed,  and  of  her  dash 
around  to  the  8-foot  wall  which  she  scaled,  clung  to  a moment 
out  of  breath,  then  fell  inside  into  the  arms  of  John  Sevier. 

In  the  same  Numismatist  the  Dolly  and  Bonny  article  is  more 
Tennessee  history  written  by  someone  with  initials  OPH,  saying 
"It  Is  not  p generally  known  historical  fact  that  from  the  year 
177J-!  to  the  year  I78I.1  the  territory  now  known  as  Tennessee  form- 
ed a onrt  of  North  Carolina,  and  that  in  1785  the  Tennesseeans, 
becoming  dissatisfied  with  their  government,  organized  a state 
government  under  the  name  of  Franklin  which  was  maintained  for 
some  years.  The  state  thus  organized  was  afterwards  disbanded 
and  Territorial  Tennessee  was  again  annexed  to  NC, 

Daniel  Webster  in  1838  in  a sneech  on  currency  ouoted  the 
following  as  among  the  laws  nassed  by  the  legislature  of  the 
State  of  Franklin: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Franklin, 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  from 
the  first  day  of  January,  1789,  the  salaries  of  the  officers  of 
this  Commonwealth  be  as  follows:  His  Excellency,  the  Governor, 
per  annum,  one  thousand  (lOOO)  deer  skins.  His  Honor,  the  Chief 
Justice,  per  annum,  five  hundred  (500)  deer  skins.  The  Secreta- 
ry of  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  ner  annum,  five  hundred 
(500)  raccoon  skins.  Each  County  Clerk,  per  annum,  three  hundred 
(300)  beaver  skins.  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Commons,  per  annum, 
two  hundred  (200 ) raccoon  skins.  Justice’s  fee  for  signing  a 
warrant,  one  (l ) muskrat's  skin.  Constable's  fee  for  serving  a 
warrant,  one  (l)  mink  skin." 

In  more  modern  times  the  same  Numismatist,  Feb  1927,  tells 
also  on  page  88  of  the  collection  by  Waldo  C.  Moore,  author  of 
the  Dolly  and  Bonny  article,  of  \<£  checks:  "The  Louisville  KY 
Sunday  Herald-Post  of  Dec  5 (1926)  contains  a lengthy  article  by 
Florence  Ogden  on  the  collection  of  one-cent  checks  of  noted  peo- 
n!e  formed  by  Waldo  C.  Moore  of  Lewisburg  OH.  The  writer  states 
that  IV.  Moore's  collection  contains  about  1,400  specimens.  The 
article  gives  the  names  of  many  of  those  who  have  favored  IV. 
Moore  with  their  autograph  at  the  bottom  of  a check  for  this 
small  amount,  and  illustrates  9 of  the  checks  given  by  noted 
Kentuckians.  Among  these  are  Irvin  S.  Cobb,  Henry  Waters on,  and 
others  nrominent  in  the  nolitical  and  literary  history  of  KY. M 

Somewhere  your  editor  read  that  Dolly  Madison  was  the  first 
ever  First  Lady  to  have  served  ice  cream  In  the  White  House. 

The  East  Tennessee  Bank  $2  note  portraying  Dolly  and  Bonny  is 
listed  by  Criswell  in  his  pink  book  as  E-66.  Criswell  also  lists 
a $1,  another  $2,  a $3,  three  different  $5,  two  different  $10, 
and  a $20. 

CONFEDERATE  STATES  OF  AMERICA 

When  studying  CSA  banknotes  one  wonders  who  all  the  people  are 
whose  portraits  adorn  those  notes.  Chandlers  Encyclopedia  of 
1898  enlightens  us  as  to  most  of  them.  John  Caldwell  Calhoun, 
on  one  of  the  1862  $100  notes,  an  ardent  champion  of  the  South 
and  the  slave  system,  died  11  years  before  the  Civil  War  ever 
started.  He  had  been,  for  the  US,  a MC,  Sec  of  War,  VP  of  US, 
and  US  Senator.  Of  the  l86l|  notes  we  know  about  Gen.  Stonewall 
Jackson  ($500),  Jefferson  Davis  ($5 0).  A.  H.  Steohens  ($20)  was 
MC  of  US  and  VP  of  CSA.  But  who  was  Lucy  Holcombe  Pickens, 

George  W.  Randolph,  and  C.  G.  Memminger? 


KICK  NICKELI  OF  ALASKA 

Up  in  Juneau,  the  canital  city  of  Alaska,  there  lives  a most 
fascinating  old-time  collector  of  tokens,  early  Alaska  postcards 
and  Alaska  oarer  money  and  serin.  Your  editor  Chester  Clark  was 
fortunate  learning  of  Nick  after  going  ashore  from  the  cruise 
ship  one  day  in  Sent.  You  can’t  get  to  Juneau  by  auto  or  train 
- only  by  ship  or  aim  lane.  At  a modern  coin  shoo  there  was  no 
naner  money  and  no. tokens.  After  talking  awhile  the  young  man 
said  he  would  nhone  Nick.  I walked  there  and  Nick  was  outside 
waiting  for  me.  His  address  is  W.  E.  Nickell,  102  Peoples  Wharf, 
Juneau  AK  998OI.  We  talked  for  3 hours,  Mrs.  Nickell  gave  us 
cookies  and  coffee,  I bought  (?500  worth  of  rare  mining  town  to- 
kens - all  I could  afford  - and  the;/  are  mostly  sold  by  now.  We 
barely  got  into  naner  money.  Nick  has  since  sent  me  copies  of 
his  flier  of  his  collection  - some  items  not  for  sale  - nart  of 
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which  you  see  here.  He  has  shown  the  $20  and  $50  scrip,  of  a 
green  color,  acceptable  at  either  the  1st  Nat  Bank  or  the  Wash- 
ingt on- Alaska  Bank  of  Fairbanks  on  or  before  Aug  1,  1908.  Due 
to  the  "financial  stringency"  of  1907  a third  bank  in  Fair- 
banks had  already  closed.  In  Nick*s  collection  are  pages  201 
and  202  of  Sourdough  Sa^as , a copyright  1967  by  Herbert  L. 
Heller,  telling  this  story.  The  scrip  from  Chena,  shown  at 

the  top  here,  says  "10  days  Before  the  Frost  is  on  the  Flshwheel 
We  Promise  to  Pay--".  "Autumn  1908."  Chena  had  29  people  1937. 


KENSINGTON,  MICHIGAN  - GHOST  TOWN 
by  Donna  Street or  $h 7 
(reprinted  from  3/1967  Rag  Picker) 

Kensington  MI  is  probably  the  most  notorious  of  Michigan's 
many  ghost  villages.  Its  nosition  on  Kent  Lake  and  the  Grand 
iver  Trail  made  it  a favorite  Indian  canning  ground.  The 
early  traders  made  the  village  their  headauarters  while  bargain- 
ing with  the  natives  of  the  valley. 

American  pioneers  began  settlement  in  I83P.  The  colony  chose 
the  old  English  name  of  Kensington,  but  it  was  familiarly  known 
as  Kent . 

The  notorious  bank  scandal  broke  out  in  1838.  Under  the  old 
Freeholder's  Law  which  ushered  in  an  era  of  wildcat  banking 
throughout  the  state,  this  bank  was  founded  by  a groun  of  village 
sneculators  who  succeeded  by  manipulation  of  stock,  in  drawing 
several  local  moneyed  men  Into  the  scheme. 

With  a borrowed  ^50,000  certificate  of  denosit  as  sole  capital, 
the  bank  opened  for  business.  A supply  of  currency,  duly  signed 
by  officials,  was  issued  but  was  slow  to  circulate.  To  speed  up 
the  process,  Alfred  Dwight,  an  organizer  of  the  bank,  and  Samuel 
Dix  carried  ^50,000  In  newly  issued  notes  to  Milwaukee  where 
they  exchanged  the  money  for  jewelry,  city  lots  and  livestock. 

In  Kensington  the  moneyed  men  were  left  holding  the  bag.  The 
absconders  were  caught  and  returned,  but  there  is  no  record  of 
their  prosecution.  Although  most  of  the  money  was  recovered,  the 
bank  soon  closed.  Kinsley  S.  Bingham,  then  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  and  later  Governor  of  Michigan,  was  appointed 
receiver. 

During  this  period  thievery  and  mis -use  of  shipments  from  out- 
side wholesalers  was  so  prevalent  that  all  dealers  boycotted  the 
village.  With  the  collapse  of  the  bank,  and  enforcement  of  the 
Wholesaler's  Act,  Kensington  residents  moved  away,  and  the  last 
village  store  closed  before  the  Civil  War.  Today  only  two  or 
three  farmhouses,  a cemetary,  and  a filling  station  mark  the  site. 

The  Bank  of  Kensington  notes  were  issued  in  the  following  deno- 
minations! $l-?-3-5-10-?0.  All  are  rather  difficult  to  obtain, 
but  occasionally  are  offered  for  sale.  (Reference  - "Michigan- 
A Guide  to  the  Wolverine  State").  ~r  ~T  ~T  ~r
